BOSTON, Nov. 23.—Ex-United States 


Minister John L. Stevens gave a lec- 
tnre in a lyceum course in Somerville 
to a crowded audience on Hawaiian af- 
fairs. Before beginning his address 
he remarked that during his thirteen 
years' service as United States minis- 
ter, under five presidents, he had inva- 
riably 
refused to recognize polit- 


ical parties in his own country, 
believing that in our foreign relations 
onr policy should be natural and con- 
tinuous, always with united front t< 
our foreign rivals. He firmly refused 
to consider the Hawaiian a party ques 
tion in any sense. Mr. Stevens then 
said- 
"Our interest in Hawaii appertains 


to at least three questions, more o 
less distinct from each other, though 
they cannot be considered entirely sep- 
arate 


There is the question of Chribtial 


civilization; there is the question o 
American future 'commercial power i 
the Pacific, and the third involves th 
issue of responsible government under 
the American flap, in harmony with 
pledged American faith, the best Amer- 
ican antecedents, and the plain logic 
of American history and American op- 
portunities. At the date of her down- 
fall, Lilioukalani was without the sym- 
pathy and aid of the best of the native 
Hawaiians, and of all the respectable 
and responsible white residents of the 
islands 
Not a hand was lifted in de- 


fense of the semi-barbarian throne 
when it fell, conclusively disproving 
the assertion of the unscrupulous agent 
of the fallen queen, sent to Washing- 
ton to secure as large a sum of money 
as possible for conveying to our 
government all her right and title to 
the Hawaiian throne and to the crown 
Jands to which she had never had any 
other claim than to the income so long 
as she reigned. This agent before em- 
barking for Washington made sure of 
a large advance fee of thousands of 
dollars, which the fallen queen paid 
out of her own purse, and he thought 
it might help his case by the use of the 
utterly baseless statement that the 
United States minister and naval com- 
mander had deprived Lilioukalani of 
her throne In presenting the motives 
for admission into the American 
union, the islands come under more 
American aspects than any of our 
previously annexed states and terri- 
tories, as the facts 1 have just stated 


1 abundantly attest. Why should they 
not be permitted t« come under the 
flag so deeply loved in the islands? It 
is hterallv correct to say that accord- 
ing to the Hawaiian census tables of 
1890 there were then but about 2,000 
persons residing in Hawaii who were 
born in the United States But in ad- 
dition to these a large part of the 7,500 
born on the islands of foreign parents 


I and put down as Hawaiians are of 
' American parentage, and they make 
an important portion of the American 
! colony They were educated in Amer- 
ican ideas and sentiments, their lead- 
ing men being graduates of American 
schools and colleges. Some of these 
served in the army of the United States 
during the i\ar of the rebellion, suf- 
fered in the rebel prisons, bear on 
their persons honorable scars, or sleep 
in graves redolent of American patri- 
otism 


"Bnt I hear a whisper in the air 


'Let the islands vote on the question.' 
This demand comes from three distinct 
sources. It was first made by the 
British minister at Honolulu, a tory in 
his political views; a persistent antag- 
onist of American interests, and by 
personal bonds and family relations 
strongly attached to the fallen Ha- 
waiian monarchy. Immediately after 
its organization in January last he 
urged this plan on the provisional gov- 
ernment. 
This scheme was subse- 


quently brought forward by the 
queen's attorncv 
The lottery and 


opium rings, of 
which the fallen 


queen's attorney is believed to be the 
agent, favor the plan. 
While the 


ultra-tory English and the Canadian 
Pacific railroad have purposes in view 
other than those of the queen and the 
lottery and opium rings, they are 
agreed as to the method of defeating 
annexation. 


"The ex-queen's attorney has often 


been the paid agent of Claus Sprock- 
ets, and the latter makes part of the 
alliance to kill annexation by the 
plebiBeltum. This is an alliance pow- 
erful as it is disreputable, and it is not 
admissible 
by honest 
Americans.

The Brother ol President Dole Inter- 
viewed. 


RIVERSIDE, Cal., Nov. 2S.—In conver- 


sation with a representative of the 
United Press, George B. Dole, a resi- 
dent of this city, and brother to Presi- 
dent Dole, of Hawaii, gave opinions 
very frank as to recent events on the 
Hawaiian islands and their possible 
outcome 
"It is, of course, impossible to pre- 


dict the outcome to Hawaii," said Mr, 
diet tfte outcome TO n»w»n, o««« •— 
Dole 
"We cannot tell what news the 


steamer may bring, but there is one 
thing certain, if the United States 
does not force the provisional govern- 
ment out of power, it will stay where 
it is It has a large armed force- 
large, for a small country like Hawaii 
—and will be fully able to hold its own 
against any attempts of the royalists 
to regain power. It is impossible _for 
the queen to recover the throne with- 
out help from the outside. Even if the 
United States says the queen shall 
rule again, the provisional govern- 
ment will not give up. It will only 
yield*if armed force is landed, and will 
never surrender its present position to 
moral suasion 
"I do not believe it is true," he con- 


tinued, "that the United States naval 
forces precipitated the downfall of the 
queen. Facts as they came to me are 
quite different from the version of 
Commissioner 
Blount 
The simple 


truth is that the revolution had gained 
such headway that the American resi- 
dents were alarmed and asked to have 
the marines landed for protection, and 
this was done." 
"Do you think that there is any pos- 


sibility that any other foreign nation 
may interfere now?" was asked. 


"Well," said Mr. Dole, "there is just 


one chance. It is possible that if 
mem- 


bers of the provisional government be- 
come convinced that the United States 
will resort to force they might tender 
the country to England and ask that 
the English minister raise the British 
flag. Whether the English minister 
would accept the offer is a little 
doubtful. You know, of course, that 
fifty years ago England and France 
entered into a mutual treaty, by which 
each agreed never to annex Hawaii. 
Possibly, however, if the islands were 
offered and England wanted them, she 
would not let that treaty prevent her 
taking possession 
There might be a 


way to get around it.'1 


"Yon are quite certain that the 


queen's party cannot get control with- 
out foreign aid?" 
"I don't think there is any chance of 


it," was the reply. ' 'As I said, the pro- 
visional government has a 
strong 


force—strong enough to overcome any 
rising of the royalists. Besides that, 
when my brother believes he is in the 
right, as he certainly does now, he is 
the most determined man I know. 
No, I don't fear a successful royalist 
outbreak." 
In regard to the prospect of an armed 


intervention by the United States Mr 
Dole said 
"I do not believe that President 


Cleveland will dare to go to that ex- 
treme There is one little incident 
that puzzles me. I refer to the Phila- 
delphia's boats being launched one 
night recently, filled with marines and 
guns, ready to proceed ashore. I have 
never heard that incident explained. 
The only way I can account for it 
is 
that

got scared and did not dare to make 
the attempt 
As far as I can learn the 


affair was as much of an enigma in 
Honolulu as here. In conclusion Mr. 
Dole said that the future of the Islands 
depended entirely upon their having a 
good government 
If the qneen had 


pnt good men in her cabinet she might 
have kept the throne, and there would 
never have been a thought of deposing 
her. 
Now, the provisional government 


will surrender only to superior force. 
Its policy to to let matters go on as at 
present unless there is a new adminis- 
tration in the United States and then 
annexation is expected. 
Probably one of the best posted men 


in the United States, as to Hawaiian 
affairs is Mr. Dole. He has spent the 
greater part of his life on the islands, 
and left them some four years ago, and 
has kept himself constantly informed 
by correspondence and otherwise as to 
events at Hawaii. 
Besides hearing 


from his brother frequently, he has 
Dany letters from others on the islands.
